The subject is indeed a delicate one," 
the writer says, "but we can hardly ex-

Thia morning a reporter for the Bul- 
letin, at Bulger's request, visited bis 
cell at tbe jail, and leceiveil from Iiiin 
some additiontil facts in ids criminal 
his'ory, of wbi<'li be desircil to unburden 
himself. He is not at all depressed in 
apirita, bat on the contrary, talka cheer- 
fully, sconifl to be resitrncd to bis fate, 
and is emphatic in bis declaration tbat 
he would rathe/ be hantted than impris- 
oned for Ijfe in the iicnitentiary 
a mulatto, of regular features, is sligbtly 
built, and notwithstanding hia long ca- 
reer in criinc, is only a few months over 
twenty*two years of age. The story told 
is 88 followB : 

I was in jail sovcral times at \cw Or- 
leans, ;_'i'iH'r.illy for ti.'liii:i>; an 1 minor 
ntrencf*. I m \ cr coiii'iiiltt'.l any serious 
crime tlicrc, nor at (Jinciunati, as I con- 
sideroil tliosc places the points where I 
wished to stay. I was at .New Orleans 
frequently, and often met Mavsville peo- 

Kle. I waited on Mr. Jamea H. Hall and 
ia sons a number of times while I was 
at the City Hotel. 

I was at St. Paul, Minnesot t, once, and 
saw a comitryman sell two head fif cat- 
tle and receive the moiiev for them. I 
followed him for some time, and then 
went to him, preteii'liim tbat I knew 
him. I got him to go w ith me to a aa- 
loon where I spent about a dollar and a 
half on him. When we went out he was 
pretty drunk, 80 I took him up a dark 
alley and worked him (or his roll. I got 
something over a hundred dollars, I 
don't remember the exact nmnnnt. I 
have often gotten money in tliis way, 
' and one time took in $2^0. I usuhIiv 
spent it for good clothes and sometimes 
\ a watch, which I would j'aw n w hen I 
• needed money again. 

I sometimes worlced in barber ahops, 
and while there waa often able to 
commit thefts which were not detecteii. 
My plan waa to take a man after he had 
^ttet) out of the chair, brush hitn off, 
tap him under the cbin, and while his 
lu'ad was r.used no for his pockets. 

1 was at oiH' time working with Sidls' 
Brotlii-rs circus and at (ireenville. liid. 
had some .some troulilc when I wanted 
to ipiit about >:ettin.r my money. When 
the train tliat carried the circus w as mov- 
ing out from the town at night for Fort 
Wayne, I hid in a cut near the place, and 
shot at Modoc, the hoes canvas man, 
with whom I had the ditticalty. but 
whether I hit him or not I don't know 
as I did not stop to see. 

1 wanted to say to the reporter yester- 
day soiiiet him; nixiiit an adventure I iiad 
f)n the lower Mississijipi, hut foryot it. j 
I was cabin hoy t>n the sieamer Florence ] 
Myers, commandecl hy C.ipt. Nickols, 
which, when fourteen days out from Cin- 
cinnati, aunk at (jood 'Hope Landing, 
Arkansas, and drowned seven persona. 
We laid on the bank without food and 
clothing all that day and nntil three 
o'clock tlie next afternoon, when we re- 
ceived relief from Nashville, Tenn., and 
later want to Kew Orleans by the Steamer 
Lee. 

1 was nUvays very quick temi ere 1 an 1 
often in trouble on thiit account. 1 was 
aeldom able to wor k anywhere mor»' than 
twoorthree weeks before I was discharged 
on eoeount of mv sullen nature. I remem- 
ber once at the Metropolitan Hotel, New 
York, where I waa elevator boy I got into 
a flglit with one of the guests who was 
goin^ up on the eh Titor, an 1 while v e 
were fighting it went through the roof ui 
tlie bouse. 

I have traveU'd all over the Cnitecl 
States, and almost invariably beat my 
way wherever I wanted to t'o. That was 
the way I met Hiram llendrickson at 
Cincinnati. We were both trying to 
beat our way to Mavsville, and were in 
each other'a way, and therefore both bad 
to pay. When I want to beat mv way 
on a boat I go into tbe hold, and only 
come out during the 'night. The men 
seldom inform on me, and if tliev at- 
temiitto do it 1 idiiU'tliem with a I'istol, 
and if they do tell on me they gem-rally 
turn up missin'j.
